To show tbat the earthworm* seek 
most the ground that is covered with 
verdure it -is only necessary to refer tc 
some experiments by Darwin. After • 
careful test he decided that the; weight 
of worm easts on an acre of meadow 
tor one year v/as 18 tons, while on an 
acre of good arable land it was 10 
tons. There was therefore a difference 
of 8 tons between these two locations. 
But even this contrast fails between 
meadow and barren Ian*. This -arable 
land bad been doubtless covered witk 
crops more or less of tte, year, and 
most certainly through the season of 
drouth.

He 


was born in Baltimore about eighteen 
years before the outbreak of the war. 
When only a child he was taken to 
Pittsburg, where he acted as a servant

family m that city. 


When the war broke out Thomas ran 
away and enlisted in the army. He 
served Uncle Sam until the close of 
the war. shortly after which he turned 
up in Indiana, Pa., wheie he resided 
until his death, which occurred a few 
years, ago. 


While in the service of the United 


States Sylvanus rontracfed a disease 
of the eyes, from v, hich he almost went 
bliad. In 1S30 hfr applied for and was 
granted a pension of $12 per month. 
He also secured several hundred dol- 
lars' back pension. An examination 
of tie records discloses the fart that 
Sylvanus WAS the on'y Chinaman in 
the late war, and consequently the 
only one of his race who drew a pen- 
sion. At last accounts his widow and 
children were still living in Indiana,

AVhile the war revenue bill it as iie-

One 
of them is especially interesting just 
now, when the Sjiaui-sli Captain 1-ulate 
is a prisoner of war in our liumls. Mr. 
Curniniugs said: 


*'A story folly as romantic and iuter- 


estiug is told of Captain Kulate, the 
coaiuiauder of the cruiser Yi»caya, the 
lat« visitor to the harbor of New York. 
The incident occurred iu La Guayra, 
on the Spanish main, in 1831. The 
Ameri.mu Consul there was Mr. Manna. 
The city was raided by one ol Dictator 
Mendoza'^, generals. 
He imprisoned 


all of the foreign merchants and seveu- 
teen'consuls, representing tue differ- 
ent nations, demanding a large r&u- 
som for their release. 
Hanua was oat 


of town when tbe raid begau. 
On his 


return lie sensed tbe situation and 
took immediate steps fur the rescue of 
Ilia colleagues. 


''The only war vessel iu the harbor 


waa the .Torge Jnau, a little Spanish 
ship ivith three &ma!l guns, detailed 
for coast-guard duty. 
Her command- 


ing officer was Eniate, then a sub-lieu- 
tenant in the Spanish navy. 
Haun.i 


tried to coiuinuniu.tttt by cable with the 
United States Government, !mt failed. 
He next tried to reach the American 
Minister at Cari.'a*>, and was ugain 
shut off 
I'iiiully, at u last resort, he 


took a boat and boarded tbe -forge 
Juan. "Lieutenant Eulattr received him 
A\itu marked courtesy, mid listened 
graciously to his s»torj. 


''Hftiina detailed tbe stai tliug events 


that bad otvui red. and asked tbe aid 
of the Spanish gnu boat in iesctiing the 
imprisoned consult. 
Knlate replied 


that bis ship was at Mr. llauna's dis- 
posal, and aiked him what be intended 
to do. 'I propose to demand the re- 
lease of the imprisoned consuls.,' was 
tbe i eply. 


"Lieutenant Eniate then placed tinr- 


ty Spanish, marines at tlie disposal of 
Consul Kanna. He ordered bii< crew for 
actiou. Tbe marines were embai ked in 
tlie launch, \\hiclt displayed tbe Amer- 
ican fU^j. 
Consul Hiiiii-u landed with 


them ttii't demanded the release of the 
imprisoned enu-suls \\ itluti tnentyituu- 
utep.s-ayinif tbat if tbisw as not done tlie 
gunboat would open the upon theciiy. 
-V single shot was fired at the Spauish 
vessel from the shore. 
Tt struck hei 


in the bow, and Lienleuant Eniate re- 
sponded with a blank broadside. 
The 


consuls were released under Hsunu's 
ultimatum. He then demanded the 
release of the imprisoned foreign mer- 
cbaubt. Genera! Pfipper, repr«>i*e-iit- 
ing the dictator Meudoza. promptly 
complied with the demand, and his 
troops evacuated (he city. The Amei- 
ican flag was theu hauled down from 
tbe .Torge Juan an<1 tbe Spanish ensign 
appeared at the stern. The marines 
w ere returned to the ship, and Cap- 
tiuu Hannn and !he released consuls 
tvarmly thanked Lienteiiint linlaU; for 
his .sei vices. 


"This, however, was not the end of 


the matter. Tbe Spanish Government 
was indignant at the uction of its lieu- 
tenant. 
He -was ordered back to 


Havana, deprived of 1m command, 
and sent to Morro Castle 
A ponrt- 


martial waa ordered, the lieutenant 
being charged with piratical acts at 
La Gtiayra. Before a verdict was 
rendered the Spanish Government 
had officially received the thanks of 
nineteen foreign governments, rang- 
ing from the gigantic empire of Rus- 
sia to the Queen of Hawaii. This 
opened the eyea of Spain. She rec- 
ognized the injustice done to Eniate. 
He was released from custody, Avaa 
awarded one of the highest naval dec- 
oration5, and placed on waiting or- 
ders. 
Within a short time he was 


made a captain iu the Spanish navy 
and appoiuted chief of the arsenal 111 
Havana. 


"When it was determined to semi 


the Yizcaya to Xew York Captain 
Eniate was placed in command. Tt 
was believed that his actiou at La 
Giinyra would especially commend 
him to tbe Atneitcan people. 
Spam 


thought that it could not offer a 
greater act of courtesy. "Unfortunately 
the action of Eniate at La Guayra had 
never attracted tlie attention, of the 
American newspapers. 
The public 


weie in ignorauce of the facts. They 
remembered only that Eniate had 
presided over the court that sentenced 
the Competitor prisoners, to death. 
When the oonrt-inartial was held up 
by orders from Madrid, Captain Eu- 
late resented the action. He indig- 
nantly asked for lesve of absence and 
went intn retirement at Porto Bico."
